Hospital Records 
Show Big Browth 


Substantial growth of the San 
Antonio Community hospital is re- 
flected in figures made public to- 
day by Mrs. Caroline Vermilye, its 
superintendent, dealing with cases 
cared for by the institution during 
the past three years. 

Patients admitted to the hos- 
pital during the year 1925 num- 
bered 952. In 1926 there were 
1074 patients admitted, and in 
1927 there were 1257 admitted. 

The rate of -patients admitted 
per month during 1925 averaged 
79. In 1926, the monthly average 
jumped to 89, and in 1927 to 104. 
This is at a rate of 2.6 patients 
per day for 1925; 2.9 a day for 
1926, and 3.4 per day for 1927. 

The total number of “patient 
days” recorded at the hospital for 
1925 was 7661; in 1926 the “patient 
days” totalled 8772, and in 1927 
numbered 9819. 

The San Antonio has earned the 
reputation of being one of the best 
equipped and most efficiently oper- 
ated hospitals in Southern Cali- 
fornia. It cares for the hospital 
needs not only of Upland, but of 
the entire West End.

Taxes for this year have 
been paid and provisions have been 
made for improvements, it was ex- 
plained, but as the Y. M. C. A. has 
no funds to keep the structure in 
the future, that organization de- 
sired to give it to the city, the 
committee explained. 


The building has not been occu- 
pied regularly by any organization 
tor some time, Mr. Mehl said, and 
in presenting the proposition, he 
suggested that the Boy Scouts and 
other civic groups be given use of 
the structure. He said the scout- 
masters had agreed to clean up 
the grounds and exterior of the 


/ building.

placed all but 25 per cent of the| 
gridiron players below the average | 
of their groups. The other report- 
ed juniors and seniors who did not 
in the sport had a 
slightly nigher average than those 
who did. 

Dr. Howard J. Savage, staff 
member in charge of the study of 
college athletics, said in the re- 
port that results of the survey were 
inconclusive, because no uniform 
basic method had been used in the 
comparisons. 

Twenty of the institutions used 
percentages in reporting average 
gradehs of various groups for com- 
parison. 

The percentages, figured on a 
basis of 100, were reported as fol- 
lows: 

Participants in non-athletic av- 
tivities, 80.8; all students, 19.4; 
students participating in neither 
athletics or non-athletics activities, 
78.2: athletes, 77.3, and fraternity | 
members, 76.6. 

The report showed payments of 
$15,985,000 in retiring allowances 
to professors, and pensions to their 
widows during the 22 years of the 
foundation’s activity.
